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I do not ask that you build a strategy entirely on the assumption of the in- 
f* evitability of world war, but neither do I expect you to overlook its imminence. 

Correct socialist strategy will take account of all possible eventualities. As you 
quote Lenin, let us makethe worthwhile effort at peaceful socialization even is the 
chances are one in a hundred. I bolieve they are somewhat greater, but not as ^roat 
as you assume. And I do not think you have presented a convincing argument for vour 
faith,in view of world conditions and the unaltered character of world capitalism which 
I hold guilty of the last world war. 

Is it necessary to say that "Bolshevism and Fascism flowed from the same 
poisonous Spring"? I cannot believe that you express your own important discrimi¬ 
nations by such a statement. That tends to make you appear as afflicted with 
Bolshephobia, which I am sure is not the oase 0 You must see the motivation of a 
great social vision in the Marxist-Leninist movement, even if you disagree with much 
of the aim and method of that movement - a motivation that differentiates it clearly 
from Fascism arid is as much a source (or spring) as the capitalist failure expressed 
in the World War. 

I do not see where you even discuss the question of "How Can We Overcome the 
Menace of Fascism?" in the section which bears that title. Did you forget it? Or 
did you think your readers whould guess your answer? You have certainly not presented 
a clear answer simply by describing Italian and German fascism. 

All of your argument, drawn f on the "realities" of the American scene, against 
the probabilities of a proletari ar. dictatorship or violent seizure of power is equally 
good against the acceptance of democratic socialism by the America you^have described. 
There is nothing in the American scon© to justify your faith any more than the faith 
of the communisto You say, for example;"The cumulative evidence is so impressive that 
one is warranted in saying bluntly that it is impossible to secure the support of a 
majority of this generation of Americans for a program of violent seizure of power etc." 
Doesn’t that also go for a democratic socialization of property? 

I do not see why you heat Sate to describe the present system as "dictator ship" <, 

"It is wholly misleading," you dei&are, "to contend that we are now living under a 
dictatorship of financiers and industrialists 0 " It is more misleading to contend that 
we are not e Make all the distinctions you like, and they should be made, between the 
insidious dictatorship of the owning class under capitalist democracy and'the openly 
repressive dictatorship of middle-class fascism, but why under heaven speak of 
"successful deraooaaoy"? Successful for what and whom? You send shivers up my spine 
when you talk about "successful denocaaey." 

The real difficulty which I think underlies your whole argument is an improper 
orient/ation to the world you live in, its past, its present foroes, and its impending 
changes. If I speak somewhat pontifically, or as to a school-boy, please do not 
think it is for lack of appreciation of your remarkable contribution to some phases 
of our social thinking, but in rry opinion you vd.ll cerife.inly do nothing to help our 
ticking on socialism by this volume as it stands atrpresent. 

Thanks very much for giving me the opportunity of seeing a part of your manuscript.

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Confidential Report 


The following is a strictly confidential report of the interview which 
I had with President Roosevelt March 13. I an risking this report to you 
personally and with the understanding that you will not publish or quote any part 
of it. In what I shall say I an interpreting the President’s remarks in ny own 
language, not quoting fron him. 

I told Mr. Roosevelt that in my opinion the people of our churches were 
thoroughly alarmed over the existing world situation. I referred to the naval 
maneuvers scheduled to be held in the Pacific during the early summer, the 
enlarged military and naval budgets in our own and other countries and the war 
propaganda carried in certain sections of the public press. I wouldn^t say that 
the President is alamned over these conditions but he is plainly worried. He 
feels that the situation today is more threatening to peace than that of 1914 - 
at that time there was only Germany to worry about - today the threats to peace 
come from different directions. 

In response to my protest against the proposed naval maneuvers, the 
President ventured the opinion that there was a general misunderstanding about 
this matter. I was told that the forthcoming maneuvers are not in any respect 
unlike the maneuvers held in this area in other years. I explained at this 
point that it was only because of the tense situation now prevailing between the 
United States and Japan that various church bodies had felt it necessary to voice 
their protests. The President feels that no harm can possibly result from these 
naval "war games" particularly since the American fleet will at all times be 
separated by some 1700 to 2000 miles from Japan's fleet. I expressed the judgment 
that the manner of announcing the plans for the maneuvers - you will recall that 
Admiral Reeves'statement was made public on the same day that Japan denounced the 
Washington naval agreement - was provocative of international ill will. The 
President again assuredi^ftiat the Administration's program was wholly defensive in 
its conception and could not be otherwise regarded by other powers. He stressed 
once more the fact that the two fleets would be separated by some 2000 miles. I 
suggested, in the event that the maneuvers were not called off, as I hoped they 
would be, the President make a public declaration similar to the one which he had 
made to me. Thq President said he would do this if I would arrange to have a 
question along this line put to him by a newspaper man at an early press conference. 
(I have already done this). 

I then asked the President if he could not make public a declaration to 
the effect that his "Good Neighbor" policy would be extended to include the nations 
of the Far East and suggested that such a statement make it clear that under no 
circumstances would our military or naval forces be used for the protection of our 
so-called "vital" or economic interests in the Far East. I was informed that to 
do this would be to give China the impression that the United States had abandoned 
that country to the mercy of Japan. Moreover, it was felt that such a declaration 
might have the effect of driving Japan and Great Britain into an alliance. The 
President gave me to understand that our armed forces would not under any 
circumstances be used for the protection of these economic interests but that q 
public announcement to this effect would only tend to weaken the efforts now being 
mado by China to maintain her sovereign rights. 

The President reminded me that we were fast liquidating our interests in 
the Far East and that as far as he was concerned he would like to see the United 
States clear out of the Philippines within a year. 
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I asked the President whether or not the 1935 Naval Conference would be 
held and was told that the chances were excellent that the Conference would be 
convened and that naval negotiations would be resumed at that time* You will see 
that in my memorandum to the President I expressed the opinion that "the peace of 
the Pacific will be seriously jeapordized if the present impasse in naval 
negotiations is permitted to continue to the point where unrestrained naval 
competition is permitted to assert itself." 

I told the President that many church groups had importuned me to 
initiate a campaign looking toward the repeal of the Exclusion Act and the placing 
of Orientals under the quota provisions of existing immigration laws* The 
President seems to be clearly of the opinion that such a step would be unwise and 
he specifically pointed to the defeat suffered by the Administration on the World 
Court question. This incident was referred to as indicative of the fact that the 
Senate would not act favorably upon a proposal to repeal the Exclusion legislation, 
and that if this should be the outcome the result would be to increase rather than 
to allay the tension between the United States and Japan. 

I then told the President that the churches had been doing some straight 
thinking on the peaco and war question and that in my judgment religious 
organizations generally could not be counted upon to give their moral support to 
the present policies of the government with respect to unprecedented military and 
naval preparedness. 

You will observe that in my statement to the President I said, ff Mr. 
President, the Federal Council has repeatedly expressed its approval of the 
measures which you have initiated in the interest 1 of social security and of 
economic justice. Wo have rejoiced in your efforts to achieve for all of our 
people a more abundant life. It is with genuine regret, therefore, that we find 
ourselves obliged to withhold our support from those measures and policies be¬ 
lieved by us to be provocative of the war spirit and inconsistent with the 
declared moral aims of your Administration.” 

The President was most cordial and our conference lasted for nearly a 
half hour. I was urged by the President to keep in touch with the White House 
regarding the peace program of the churches. 

Dr. James H. Franklin, Vice-Chairman of the Federal Council's Department 
of International Justice and Goodwill* joined me in my visit to the President and 
participated in our conversations. 


Again, I must ask you to hold all that I have said in the strictest 
confidence. - /'

LAWLESS ARKANSAS

Sherwood Eddy- 


On my way to visit our Delta Cooperative Farm, I arrived in Memphis, purely by 
chance, on the very day that a strike was called by the Southern Tenant Farmers 1 
Union among its agricultural day laborers in Arkansas. These workers, on the av¬ 
erage, have been receiving seventy-five cents a day for ten hours work, for a 
hundred and thirty days a year, employed one-third of the time. This means an av¬ 
erage income of a little less than $100 a year. Accordingly it was decided that 
Union members should refuse to work during the cotton "chopping 11 or weeding season 
for less than $1.50 a day; which would have meant an income of less than $200 a 
year per worker. . 

This strike was not like a dignified one in an industrial field where the 
organized workers could have presented their demands to the organized employers. 

Had the Secretary of the Union, H. L. Mitchell, or anyone of the four ministers of 
the Gospel who had assited him - Howard Kester, Ward Rodgers, C. H. Smith, or 
A. B. Brookins - gone into Arkansas to announce the strike, they would have been 
almost instantly lynched or shot; for all of them have been beaten, or threatened 
with death, or have barely escaped with their lives at the hands of the planters 
on many previous occasions. 

Or, had the individual workers baldly demanded a $1.50 a day wage, some of them 
would have been killed. As it was, even where they remained quietly in their homes, 
or went "fishing" many of them were whipped, or jailed, or driven to work with 
rifles, or shotguns, or otherwise terrorized. I have the names of planters who 
seized men and put them to work with guns. 

By chance, I arrived in Memphis at the very hour when five pickets at the 
bridge who were trying to persuade scabs and workers from Tennessee not to enter 
Arkansas, had been arrested and threatened. They were accused of dangerous red 
propaganda for carrying scriptural signs like- "The laborer is worthy of his hire." 

I proceeded at once to our Delta Cooperative Farm, but upon receipt of a long 
distance telephone request I v<rent over into Arkansas. Upon arrival I heard of one 
notorious bad man and "killer" who had erected a stockade or jail in which to 
throw Union men, but frankly I did not believe it. I resolved to visit the place 
and track down this rumor. 

The worst of these men get themselves appointed as Deputy Sheriff, or Marshal, 
so that they can carry out their lawless acts under cover of the law. This man, 

P. D. Peacher, of Earl, Crittenden County, was both Deputy Sheriff and Marshal, 
and has the reputation of being a killer on a large scale. We entered the home of 
a Negro where this man had dragged him away to his concentration camp, leaving his 
weeping, terror-stricken wife and several children. Then we found a second victim 
who had been seized by him. We proceeded to the killer’s place twelve miles north 
of Earl, and* sure enough, there was the newly-built stockade or large jail with 
iron bars* just ready to house the members of the Union or anyone not working, or 
asking for a wage higher than seventy-five cents a day. We asked the armed guard 
to see these men and they were brought out almost too terror-stricken to speak. 

They had been accused of "vagrancy", which requires that a man shall be homeless 
and without visible means of support, and had been ordered by the "Mayor" into 
this jail until they should, pay a fine of $25, or serve thirty days* Apparently 
the Mayor and every other man in Earl was either the tool of this killer or ter¬ 
rorized or silenced by him. I had never seen such a community, cowed by one man. 

I counted thirteen v/retched victims lying in the stockade who said they also had 
been accused of "vagrancy", though none of them could pronounce the wordl 

When we followed and finally found Peacher in Earl he asked angrily what we 
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wanted. He said the Mayor had sentenced the men but that no information and no 
records would be furnished. He said, "Weill run Arkansas; you*11 keep in your ovm 
state if you know what's good for you*" Having threatened us he stalked off in an 
ugly mood, Under "state's rights" these Negroes and "poor whites" have no indi¬ 
vidual rights if they ask more than 75 cents a day or $100 a year. The history 
books should be revised which state or imply that slavery was ever abolished in 
this region. 

Havingtraced down the case of Peacher and other men we went to see the widow 
of a devout Negro’church member who had been shot when we were here before because 
of his readiness to testify in defence of his neighbor who had been arrested upon 
a false charge. Two men masked and disguised stepped up and shot him dead by the 
Ku Klux Klan method. No inquest was ever held* V\Then we called to see the widow 
the irate planter drove us off of the place, and would not let us speak to her* 

Her condition today was distinctly worse than under chattel slavery. Vtfhen my 
friend said he was a Presbyterian minister, the planter said he did not care if he 
was Jesus Christ himself, that he had used his rifle before and would gladly use 
it again. The next day he got out a warrant for the arrest of my two companions 
for trespassing on his property and endeavoring to see the widow of the murdered 
man* On the day following two of my companions, our lawyer and the former minister 
Gilmartin,had gone to endeavor to secure the release of the thirteen Negroes in 
the stockade or concentration camp, peacher struck the lawyer and arrested Gil- 
martin for "disturbing labor"* He was later released after having a cash bond or 
bail provided* But the prisoners are lying there still in the concentration camp 
and it is dangerous to enter the place. 

We left Arkansas with a heavy heart. In what sense was this "the land of the 
free" for Negroes or "poor whites"? With the daily violation of federal and state 
laws, what is the solution of this national disgrace in the almost complete denial 
of civil liberties and constitutional rights in lawless Arkansas?

The most obvious point at issue in analysing the proposed Berries 
is whether the material supplied will actually he used. Before 
launching the undertaking, I should consult widely with enough 
editors to assure sucoese in at least a moderate way if the 
Service were instituted* ky aeries of syndioated articles from 
Europe were used enthusiastically hy The Presbyterian. The 
Churchman* The Christ lac Leader* The Christian ReglBterr mg 
Hew-5iurcn l-easenger. The Hew Outlook lCanada)* The American 
Friend, The Reformed C hurch leiTsenger. Unity. The Congregaticnal 1 et/ 
l limited degree only). Zlon*a Herald . These papers total up 
to a circulation of more than £50,000. The Classmate, with a 
circulation of 600,000 has asked me to send peace material, and 
should he counted as friendly from the start. All the organa of 
the Priends, Brethren* Mennonltes, etc., may he counted in. At 
least ten other denominational Journals wanted my European eerlee 
hut could not pajr anything at all. There are, additionally, the 
ISO labor papers which receive Herman Thomas's editorial eerviee* 

Thus I do not think it fantastic to anticipate a circulation of 
500,000 to 1,000,000 fairly soon* This estimate^ leaves cut of 
account many papers which are reasonably certain to use some of 
the material. It must he remembered that the peace oause has seldom 
been represented to the press of the country in a J ournalistic 
way by a .journalist* It should be possible to work out" a technique 
that will command attention and respeot. 

An Advisory Committee would he gathered around the enterprise, some 
of whom would be expected to give committee time to working contact. 
liar ever, this committee should have on it a large proportion of 
outstanding leaders of labor, church, synagogue, education, and 
especially Journalism. 

It should he marked especially that nothing to he done hy this Service 
could conceivably weaken any existing peace or paelfist organisation 
or Journal. On the contrary, it ought to be an asset to the entire 
movement* Complete cooperation would be offered and maintained with 
all groups willing to admit full presentation of pacifism along 
with other aspects of peaoe* 

It should further he remembered that, for sake of brevity, numerous 
concrete plane for details cf the work, aiming toward effeotgveneee, 
are herein not mentioned* This is simply a general outline. Particu¬ 
lars will he unfelded as criticism and suggestions build up the 
project as a whole.

The question of lantern slide lectures is based on personal experience. 

The talking film is no longer a novelty, as the producers'laments 
reveal. The stereoptleon will some back if only a new taohnique le 
employed. I have tried a new technique with genuine success in 1989-30 
and last year I talked about this with numerous people in a position to 
give sound advioe. There is every possibility of an arrangement with 
the Friends' oaravans and other groups, apart from individual/ groups 
of churches, clubs, schools, eta., whom I would circularise with a live 
illustrated folder offering material. At first it would be feasible to 
have three lectures ready in the spring of 1938, but the supply oould be 
built up three eaoh year. I would write the lectures, weaving good 
entertainment In with faot material. Whatever doubt may reasonably exist 
about the other aspects of the Service, of the lantern lecture port! on 
I am positive beeause ef experience. Lectures and slides would be 
rented together, insured, and duplicated as need arose.

At the present time, what little pea.ee news editors find has to he picked 
up a little here and a little there* hy busy staffs. It is an lndubi« 
table foot that a surrey of liberal-radisal*religious-labor periodicals 

indicates that peace news Is printed as a rule weeks and actually 
sometimes months after its news-Interest has been dissipated. There Is 
no agency bringing to editors, and thus to their readers* a persistent 
sense of an important movement steadily more involved in world affaire. 


Kews services exist* and have definitely proved their usefulness, in the 
fields of science, labor, socialism, pelitios, social legislation* 
medicine, race problem**, etc. It Is high time that the United States 
had a comprehensive peace-news service, ready to see that justice Is 
dons to radical peace work (as Is not always the ease now) as well as 
to every social factor direotly affecting penes* and a se*viaa guide* 
by journalist!o practices and standards* free from the amateurish 
methods that have been employed by most peace groups in their attempts 
at organisation publicity. 


The proposed service would explicitly endeavor to rally behind it the 
various peace and pacifist organizations of sympathetic oharaoter, 
for advlee* news* erltiolsm* and promotion. 


Though the structure and operation of this servlee art rather elearly 
in mind* even as to details* no steps would be taken toward its 
actual organisation without the fullest consultation, tests* and 
careful groundwork. The procedure would be somewhat as follows* 

(1) Consultation with a few representative editors regarding the 
helpfulness to them of such a service* and their willingness to 
ubs the material* as well as suggestions for the material most 
urgently needed/and the form it ® uld best take* (2) if results 
warranted, then the constitution of the Advisory Committee* (3) printing 
of a letterhead on which, over the names of several prominent members 
of the committee* a letter would be sent to a large number of editors 
regarding the conditions of the servloe and asking their interest! these 
letters to be of three separate types, respectively arranged to 
apueal to religious journals, labor papers, and general weeklieei 
(4) opening of regular services as outlined* The raising of funds 
would fall under two heads at appropriate stages* (a) a small sum to 
oover preliminary canvassing of pftsaibilities and (b) solicitation 
of pledgee for'a three-year period.

The Advisory Council wight be composed of such people aet John Dewey, 
Harry Toners on J?osdIck, Habbi Stephen S. Wise, John Hayneu Holmes, 
Oswald Oar ri eon Vi Hard, Richard 3.

It should be noted that besides the 
papers one would meat obviously think ef in the religious, labor, 
and general fields, there are eertaln specifie classes of papers 
which might well be explored gradually as possibilities for useful 
expansion, such ast the bulletins or church papers issued by 
individual ministers, college papers, young people's papers, 
and, in a limited way only, trade Journals of industries or occupa¬ 
tions not prejudicial to labor* 

With a really large audience assured, it would be possible to att aot 
statements from figures of note occasionally, which could be 
released to the general newspaper press as well, to serve both the 
peaoe cause and advertise the Service* 

^uite aoart from the material used - and of course the main ooneiderar 

tion must always be that of use - there would be in all probaMlil 

a genuine influence on the minds of editorial staffs reading the 
bulletins of the Service. It is probable that a farm of bulletin 
should be devised capable of filing in binders provided for the 
purpose, and that pages small enough in sise be used eo that each 
page would oentaln only one heading* But not unless experience 
shows that filing la not detrimental in the least to journaliatic 
appeal.

A very unfinished and premature, but trial statement, on

I have submitted in the hope that it may ease the tension and 
turn the discussion to a get-together basis instead of a strained 
pull-apart feeling. I haven't one here but think I have a copy at the 
office, and I will send you one soon just for your thought, as a 
starter. Sometime within a year at the outside, I predict that this 
matter will bring about a major crisis if it is not handled in the 
right way. It may be that it woul£ be best to have two movements, 
but I for one would feel that this was unnecessary and tragic. But 
there need be no illusion as to the determination of the revisionist 
group, and I am clear in my own mind that it constitutes a majority.

Dear Kirbyt 

I have just returned from a trip to Manchester, 
Birmingham, and other stops, Marie forwarded your communications, 
which reached me just in time to ponder them on my way back here, 
but not in time for me to cable you before taking the train from 
the little town of Pershore, I am sending this by the Aquitania, 
the earliest boat out; but I have had an additional 24 hours* grace 
In which to think out the question, I am sorry about the delay, 
which was simply unavoidable due to my absence from London, Poliowing 
my cables to you and Kevin, I am now writing as fully as possible 
with, what information is at my disposal. 

First, let me say that I understand your feeling. 

If it were a question of raising $23,000 each year by heroio efforts 
to put out a magazine that is steadily gaining an audience or even 
holding its own, it might seem worth while for you to continue the 
burden. But what must stagger us all, since we have consciences, is 
the enormous and widening gap between circulation and costs. The 
truth is, as you will be first to realize, that our circulation has been 
padded, always, on The World Tomorrow, beyond a normal demand; though 
there has been nothing reprehensible about it. On the "old” World 
Tomorrow it was padded by sales of large quantities to individuals 
and groups for propaganda, a practice rendered satisfactory by our 
then-unique topical arrangement. On the ,, new M World Tomorrow, it has 
been padded by the use of donations to grant free subscriptions in 
bulk 0 But even with all allowances made, it seems clear that, in part 
at least due to the depression which is hitting other papers than ours, 
our appekl is weakening. 


However, we shall have to admit that there is more to 
it than the industrial depression. For two years I have been increasingly 
troubled by the number of people at the very heart of the pacifist 
movement who have not been taking, reading, or even seeing The World 
Tomorrow,, As examples, merely, there are Emily Balch (who had not been 
seeing it at any rate last December) and Leyton Riohards (who has not 
seen it for three years). I freely confess to my own inability, at that 
time, or until very recently, to analyze the problem to my satisfaction. 
But long before I received news of the present crisis, in short soon 
after studying the methods of pacifisTT journalism here, and being able 
to see our own paper with the unhurried calm of distance, certain con- 

formi ?S in my mind. You Would have heard of these, in any 
e e nt f within a month or two. are now eharpened hy the whetstone 

of my°thought and 1 am putting " bef *^ e y° u # in tM s letter, the results 
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The weakness of The World Tomorrow in our present 
situation lies, I believe, at these points: 

1, The paper essentially had a pacifist function and service 
which in recent times it has performed inadequately, while in 
other journals a note of pacifism and near^pacifism has become 
increasingly manifest, 

2. There has been far too large a proportion of space 
devoted to material which just, or almost, as well might have 
appeared in numerous other publications* 

3* Our paper has printed an overwhelming amount of abstract 
discussions, far out of the interest of ordinary people, and 
likely rather to serve the expert; but experts are not numerous, 
and the specialist can always find better material on the average 
in papers other than The World Tomorrow, 

4, The elements of news and human interest have been either 
lacking or inadequate. Even the biographical series could not 
redeem us from our apparent lack of interest in groups and people , 

5, The magazine has been too/f big to meet the particular 
situation in which, its policy inevitably puts it. The proof of this 
is ny contention, under points 2 and 3 in so far as these are true, 
that we have used much matter somewhat alien to our purpose, 

6, The use of so much material to be run later in book form 
has been not without value, but has been deadly also. It falls, / 
journalistically, slightly on the debit side, 

7, The ffo£ce of $2,00 a year is too high for the people to pay 
who are the ones we must reach if we are to maintain a circulation* 

8, While our triple editorship has enable d us to go on, has 
given us a higher quality, and has been for me a personal joy, it 
has also given the magazine a lack of unity, that indefinable 
something which results from the driving power of a single mind, 
(reinforced by constant group discussion), giving the editorship 
a central clarity of purpose. 


This, for wh^t it may be worth, is my analysis, looking 
backward and from far afield, with that negative "wisdom" which is so 
incomparably simple then contrasted to constructive programs. 

In the present stage of the crisis, I am unable to guess 
whether the December issue will be published; whether, if so, it will 
contain an announcement of our suspension; or whether subscribers will 
merely, for sake of economy, receive a notice by mail* I have cabled 
you as follows: 


Just returned stop Mo present solution stop 
Desire resume smaller pacifist monthly on my 
return next autumn stop Please don’t dispose 
files equipment etcetera stop Hold final 
announcement pending receipt my letter oon« 
taining full plans stop Mail me oopy budget data. 
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"What follows in this letter is based on an'intensified 
rather than lessened conviction that to leave Abe rica without a 
vigorous and centrally pacifist periodical, with a wider appeal and 
constituency than any existing paper has, will be a calamity of the 
first magnitude. Either pacifism is going ahead or it is going back. 

My personal fear is that now, as about this period after every war, 
we are in danger of going into a pacifist ebb, There is more talk of 
"peace" today than at any time since the Armistice, and more danger of 
a general war. The British Labor Party, the political hope 

of world pacifism, is definitely departing from pacifism and is adopting 
the futile methods I have traced historically in "The Eight for Peace", 
And yet at this very time, there is going on in the world a widespread 
assertion of individual war resistance* and one of the greatest non** 
violent campaigns of history* I have examined the material on hand at 
the headquarters of the War Resisters' International* and it makes'my 
editorial fingers itch,.It is a treasure chest of journalistic matter, 
dramatic, human, often intellect ually appealing, and filled with 
challenge to every pacifist in the world; but it is largely going to 
SMBS waste because there is neither a journal of adequate emphasis 
nor sufficient editorial imagination and experience, to put it to work. 

The little quarterly, "The War Resister" (now ofteh twice yearly) is 
always filled with news and.questions, but when it arrives it is stale 
and totally inadequate, as indeed its sponsors are aware. But its best 
material is multiplied in quantities of matter which never sees the 
light of day or serves any informational or unifying function. For 
example, there is there, ready to hand, a fascinating correspondence 
between Tolstoi and Tchertkoff, as well as similar essays on non-violence 
There are letters from prison, photographs of pacifist leaders and groups* 
all around the world. And there is, en©uragingly, evidence of life 
which all the clamor of war in Europe does not drown. 


It is symptomatic of the gap between official America 
and England, that our pacifism is so weak compared to the movement here 
or at certain points in Europe, Whatever we think of naval parity, 
it is irrelevant for us compared with the pacifist parity it is up to 
Aim ricans to build. The fulfillment of this job I believe to be dependent 
on complex and difficult changes of organisation for which I hope to 
work wheh r get back to/the States, But not without a co-ordinating, 
widely-usable, and interesting pacifist journal are we likelv to go 
far afield; indeed weshall be lucky if we do not go backward; at best 
we snail drift along losing supporters at the rear while gaining new 
ones at the front, ‘

As for contents, a strong emphasis should be placed upon 
news, and news from many countries. In response to one’s natural query 
of whether enough pacifist activity exists to keep up this news, my 

°I er S er ® convinces me th ere is. In this we can have the co-operatioi 
of the War Resisters 1 International, the International p n t? onri wi«mr 
other bodies. It is hardly likely that we shall immediately’cease ?o^ 
have our actual or pot ential Ruhrs and Indias a 
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Along with news, there ought to be articles on pacifist 
philosophy, tactics, practices, and principles, written by able pacifists 
of many lands, or, instead, at times, reports of interviews with them. 

I shall be greatly surprised if, after my pacifist tour, I cannot get 
the aid of such pacifists as Rolland, Victor Marguerite of France, 

Dr. Iverson of Finland, Ole Olden of Norway, Einstein, Eugen Relgis of 
Ro umania. and numer ous o thers . a Einstein, for example (though this is 
not.to be made^apuHTic matter} works intimately with the W.R.I, 
headquarters, and has been instrumental if* securing better conditions 
for pacifist prisoners in several places. ' Certainly, thoae whom I could 
not best oliUttn, could be reached by various heavyweights at home. As 
for interviewers, I ought to bp ini touch with competent people all over 
Europe, after this year, and w**3sp-this is no easy thing, I feel sure 
that a staff of writers could be treated. While no substantial payment 
should be made, and need not be made, there would have to be provision 
"or expenses and in some cases a small honorarium for lost time. 

Ample space should be allowed for all movements of a 
acifist trend to report their activities, thus furnishing a natural 
incentive to furfhPT activity, and at the same time a desire to use the 
journal, to sell it, and to co-operate in securing subscribers. Such a 
group as the Pacifist Action Committee could effect, I am positive, wide 
promotion without cost. For the ordinary magazine promotion methods, 
there would be only a smaTX,~ ana "a "•ve ry small, provision tn the budget .

, , . . When I suggest thi? title and emphasis, I do not mean 

a doctrinaire, "discovered" pacifism; I mean the search for new develop¬ 
ments and applications, but without compromise. I can well imagine the" 
use, as in the W.T., of articles, occasionally, against our point of 
view. I envisage a cordial editorial respect for the non-pacifist peace 
movement, but this should not entail the absence of that sympathetic 
criticism without which every movement fails to keep alive, 
on the other hand, should be critical of the sentimentality 
parades as pacifism, and should consider quality a superior 
numerical strength alone.

If production 
costs beyond the first few thousand can be held dovm, it is economically 
sound; that is, if the act uel r evenue f rom sales slightly exceeds the 
cost of printing and handling extra, thousands beyond the minimum 
press order. It is not inconceivable that such a price would bring in 
gventuallyy at least some advertising, as it has in England in "The New Dtrwfrlr 
World ,r and other radical papers. At least, this procedir e ei 1 vn i n a t a a, 
the subscription turnover to a minimum, doing away with costly renewal 
appeals, extra staff, and promotion drives; and if there is any chanpe 
at all of building a circulation that is reasonably stable, it can be done 
only in this way. If necessary to meet this subscription ra te of three 
years for a dollar, I favor a 12-page paper; but I think it can be done. 

mechanically, with a Xo-page joufhaTT My purpose is the publication of 

a paper which can be readily used for getting subscribers at meetings, 
etc., by groups which will want to do it in the furtherance of their own 
ideas, activities, and programs. 
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A paper of this sort would require real work; "but it 
could certainly operate on a greatly reduced budget* I am not able, 
of course, to work out so hastily and from here, every last detail, 
and until I have done so I shall hold this all as a tentative though 
specific suggestion. But I have done some preliminary work on format, 
staff, etc., and this is hardly a new business for me. At a later 
time I shall be able to figure very closely. At present I do not 
believe it over-optimistic to think that a budget could be lived up to 
which would involve the raising of an annual deficit amounting to some 
$13,000, [Phis is estimated on a basis of ten issues per year, with 
the omission of the August and September Issues . 

You will hardly fail to note that this sort of paper 
becomes something of an organ, not of a group, but of a group of 
groups. This, Thold, would be a source of circulation strength* It 
could be ruinous if allowed to make the journal nothing but one steady 
account of dull meetings and resolutions; but you have to count on 
the editorial hand to safeguard it from that, 

I appreciate that $13,000 a year might not be easy to 
raise. But it is a sum which can be conscientiously expended for such 
a purpose, and I am not sure but what, if things went well, it would 
produce more results in pacifist solidarity and advancement. It would 
beyond the sL ightest doubt exercise a wholesomeinfluence and 
would attain a modicum of world-wide influence in a short time. Its 
whole viewpoint would be the world view, cutting across nationalities 
and creeds and classes and pacTTTs’t dogmas, accepting at its face value, 
tolerantly, whatever is sincerely put forward as pacifism. In short, 
pacifist views and activities, anywhere in the world, ought to find 
their way into our pages as news; though the editorial policy should be 
the development of sound, religious-ethical, scientific pacifist tactics* 

Most certainly, I for one could not undertake, alone, the 
collection of such.a sum and at the same time the editorship of a paper 
with so/reduced a staff. There would be genuine difficulties I am not 

forgetting, due to the need of translations, and so on though here, 

I am confident, we could have the facilities of the W.R.I, and others. 
Everything depends on the backing of a few who have sufficient means to 
keep up approximately, at/ least, their World Tomorrow pledges/. If those 
who have stood close to the W.T. find, anything attractive about the 
project I have tentatively outlined, I am ready to do my part. That 
brings us to editorship.

I modestly offer myself as candidate for this sinecure, 

I have thought of various alternatives, but they do not seem to work 
out. As for continuing our present triple editorship, with, the reduction 
of size proposed, that would make us all seem silly. Reinie of course 
could hardly handle it, situated as he is, even if he desired, which I 
doubt. I well recall your own often-emphasized unwillingness to edit 
a paper of less than 48 pages; and I am also firmly of the opinion that 
the editor of a journal like this must remain for the most part fairly 
near at hand; and I agree with you that your work in the colleges is 
too significant to drop. As for me, I have long , and more than ever 
in the last year, felt that my future usefulness must lie close to the 
center of the organized pacifist movement; and I have hopes for a pacifist 
co-ordination and development which I should like to effect in part 
through the leverage of this journal. 
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ly thought is that I should seek to have half of 
ray income underwritten, and receive half from the magazine,., giving 
at least two-thirds of ipy time to the direct preparation and 
oversight of the journal, and the rest in writing, speaking, research, 
and organizing for the same cause, each portion of the time thus 
vitalizing the other. 




You must immediately see that this is no primrose 
path for me. I do not think it is immodest to say that I find little 
difficulty in getting ray stuff in print; presumably I might have 
a useful and rewarding career in liberal journalism. But just as 
you feel moved to go out into the colleges and churches, I feel it is 
my destiny (if any) to do what can be done by any one person, to 
create a pacifist movement which will be both capable of going ahead, 
worthy of public confidence. 


j It is no slight matter for me or my family. Instead 
of securin^reiiunerative chances for lecturing, or opening up chances 
to write articles for the larger periodicals, the editorship of such 
a paper would doubtless bar me out on many occasions. I shall be 
forty next summer; my girls, astonishingly soon, will justly be 
wanting higher education; and there are not yet, in the radical 
movement, either old-age pensions or the dolel But if Mevin and 
Sherwood and you and Reinie, the group of loyal spirits in the W»T. 
directors and contributings editors, and the larger contributors 
in their turn, will see to that side of the undertaking, I will 
do my part. So far as writing goes, it would be yours and Reinie t s 
paper if you wished* 

Please do not think I have neglected to consider 
many details which I shall not mention in this letter. I have written 
at great length already; but I had to make'JtaM-'See the project. Of most 
i mnt diate concern is the question of whether, shouM this plan meet 
with approval, it would be feasible to continue The World Tomorrow 
another year, with reduced staff and size, to let the paper have, 
a transition into the new. If annou ic ement were made of the coming 
change, that would relieve you(b'bTiTUlXP^the labor and the loss of 
repute due to the shrinkage in size. On the other hand, there 
would be a great difference between the two, at least in form and in 
the news emphasis; and a fresh beginning might be best. 

In that decision, which must be made at once and without further word 
from me, conditions as they are must be your guide. I am heavy- 
spirited as I think of our staff thrown out of jobs; the immediate 
cessation of the W.T., we must not forget, will hit them grimly. 

In any event, if immediate and total suspension is 
adjudged best and inevitable, I hope that no equipment of any kind 
will be disposed of; surely at the worst some sort of storage could 
be coveredi At the best, since we have a lease, I have thought/that 
possibly the L.I.P.A. could occupy our office for what it now is paying, 
subrenting theirs (which would be easier to do) and sharing, half and 
half, if the new paper gets under way next fall. 

It is extraordinarily difficult to be helpful in such 
matters C aa03K agg 3H3ZgX at this distance. But there is no use in my 
offering to return at present. Should my plan seem wholly unacceptable 
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' nothing would be gained, whereas toward Hie Pacifist Yforld my tour 
would be an essential preparation. 

This letter, which I. began as one to you alone, I feel 
as I close it, should be laid before Kevin, Reinie, and the Board and 
Contributing Editors. One thing I feel would be of the utmost 
desirability if the new journal becomes a reality, and that is the 
regular consultation with a working board at frequent meetings. Only 
by this sort of counsel and criticism from a widely representative 
group would it be possible to edit the sort of paper I have herein 
suggested. I believe that in this regard I could count absolutely 
on a fine degree of co-operation from the old group, the Pacifist 
Action Committee, and others. And, incidentally, by this kind of 
co-operative work, I beliebe it possible to bring behind the paper 
some brains and financial support which have not been utilized for 
the World Tomorrow. 

PI ease have this letter copied and sent in duplicate 
to all the Contributing Editors, Officers, and Board of Directors 
except Reinie and Kevin, to whom I am personally sending copies. If 
there is not a sufficient, staf f .le ft by the time this reaches you, 
try to have It done elswioefte*' though not at a public agency because 

it must be confidential - especially the projected title. Please 

also add to it any comments of your own" you - care” to” ma&e,"While this 
is all tentative, I feel it is worth our common thought and discussion, 
and I shall br grateful for comments from any and all of the group.

Because your name is included in Mrs.fc^bert Dilling's Red Net¬ 
work, we thought, you might he interested in a project that is being 
undertaken. Likewise;, ve thought you might he able to help us in one 
or more ways. 

The work of Mrs. filling and the other ''red-baiters" might seem 
to be too absurd to deserve serious consideration. But the book has 
been extensively circulated through the American Legion and it has 
been sent to a large proportion, If not all, of the program chairmen 
of the Federated Women's Clubs to be used as a guide in selecting 
their speakers. We know definitely of several speaking engagements 
before other organizations which have beer cancelled after a check-up 
in the Red Network . The Literary Digest states that the book was found 
in the files of the Police Department of New York and used as a handr 
book. In addition many of the attacks on the universities, many of the 
proposals for repressive legislation and much anti-Semitism can be 
traced to these sources. Together the '’red-baiters'' make a formidable 
nucleus for a fascist movement and it is imperative to combat their 
false and vicious misinformation. 

In the midwest it Is evident that there are three main sources of 
this poison. 

1) Mrs. Albert Billing of Kenilworth, Illinois. There Is abundant 
evidence to show that Mrs. Dilling is an extraordinarily ill-balanced 
woman. This is not only indicated by her book which attacks Mrs. 
Roosevelt, Chief Justice Hughes and Newton D. Baker as dangerous rad¬ 
icals. It is also clearly shown by Mrs. Dilling * s personal record 
prior to the time she began bo launch her Indiscriminate and vicious 
attacks.

AN ATTACK UPON THE CHURCHES! 

By Samuel McCrea Cavert 
General Secretary, The Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America 


A defamatory circular, entitled "The Federal Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America Speaks," has recently been issued by an organization calling itself 
"American Women Against Communism, Inc." The names of the authors are not disclosed. 

The material in the circular is so erroneous in points of fact and so mislead¬ 
ing in the impressions created that it is not surprising that the authors prefer to 
remain anonymous. Its untrustworthy character becomes clear when certain facts are 
borne in mind: 

1. Many of its allegations have previously been circulated by such anti- 

Semitic or pro-Fascjst propagandists as Gerald B. Winrod, William Dudley Pelley, 
Robert E. Ednamdson and E. N. Sanctuary . The report (January 3, 1940) of the Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities, headed by Congressman Dies, describes these four 
sources of information as, respectively, a "Nazi protagonist, H a "self-styled 
Hitler," a "disseminator of Fascist literature;" and a participant in an effort to 
"create a united Fascist movement." A 8 specific illustrations of the extent to 
which the present circular repeats the "charges" of these men the following examples 
may be cited: (a) the unf air aspersions on the booklet "Young People's Relation¬ 
ships" appeared in Winrod's paper, The Defender , in October 1938; (b) the false 
claim that the Council supported the "Communist forces" in Spain was also printed in 
Winrod's paper; (c) the untrue allegation that the Council favors racial inter¬ 
marriage was published in Edmundson's sheet on March 6, 1936, and also in 
Sanctuary's "Tainted Contacts" (page 69); (d) the attempt to prove connections with 
dangerous organizations was put forward by Pelley's Silver Shirt publication, 
Liberation, as long ago as December 16, 1933. 

2, The circular is replete with misstatements of fact, giving abundant 
evidence of its anonymous authors' lack of knowledge of the Council. A few of the 
many'examples of such - misstatements are: 

(a) A conference which discussed racial intermarriage is described as a 
"Council Departmental Conference." The conference in question, however, was not 
held by the Council but by a wholly independent organization,- The Fellowship for a 
Christian Social Order* 

(b) The list of persons described as "officers, leaders and members" of the 
Federal Council includes many (Prof. Harry F. Ward, for example) who are neither 
"officers" nor "members" nor "leaders" in its work. 

(c) Many of the persons who are called "termites",- on the alleged ground 
that questionable organizations have used their names as "officers, members or 
sponsors",- are neither officers nor members nor sponsors of the organizations m 
question. The General Secretary of the Council, for example, is said b0 b ® ^s 
identified with the War Resisters League and the North American Committee to Aia 
Spanish Democracy, but he is not connected with either organization. 
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Dr. John W. Langdale is listed as one of the "officers, members or sponsors” of the 
Socialist Party, although he does not have evert the remotest connection therewith. 

3, Even when the circular states facts correctly/, it often creates erroneous 

impressions . It quotes, for example, from a clergyman who criticized the Federal 
Council in testimony before the Dios Committee. But it fails to point out that this 

was merely the opinion of an individual belonging to a group, Lutheran Synod of 

Missouri, which refuses to cooperate with other Christian Churches (even wj.th other 
Lutheran bodiesj) and who therefore has no basis of first-hand knowledge §bout the 
Council. More serious, the circular omits to state that the report of the Dies 
Committee ignored his testimony and made no reference whatever to the Council.. 

Again the circular, through innuendo and caricature, misrepresents other organi¬ 
zations and movements than the Federal Council. The Emergency Peace Campaign of 
1936, for example, which had Hon. Charles P. Taft as its chairman, is made to appear 
as Communist-controlled. 

4. The circular unjustifiably assumes that soundly conservative and democratic 

proposals, widely held by men of unquestioned" patriotism, are communistic . Ah 

egregious illustration is the attack which the circular makeb on the "National Study 

Conference on the Churches and the International Situation," held in Philadelphia 
last February, for advocating some form of federal union among the nations of the 
world. This is a proposal which has been expounded by such distinguished statesmen 
and students as Lord Lothian, British Ambassador to the United States, Clarence K. 
Streit, author of "Union Now," and John Foster Dulles, representative of the 
government of the United States at important international gatherings. The plain 
truth is that the proposal is simply an extension of the American principle of 
federalism, - the principle on which our thirteen colonies created the American 
democracy. Yet it is here treated as proof that the Federal Council of the Churches 
Is dangerous! The best that one can say for such a circular is that it is an 
exhibit of amazing ignorance. 

5. The circular would lead the reader to believe that it is re prehensible_ 
for the Federal Council to defend freedom of conscience for the j^dividua^ 

Christian who cannot conscientiously bear arms in war . But this is a position 
which has been taken by all the great Christian bodies of our country,- Methodist, 
Baptist, Presbyterian, Deformed, Episcopal, Lutheran, Congregational, Disciples of 
Christ and many others. Moreover, it is a principle which the British Government 
has recognized even in the midst of the present war. Does the circular hold the 
Nazi-Communist idea that such freedom of conscience for the individual should be 
denied? 

6, The circular, bv implication, apparently condemns chur chmen for not 
supporting t he Spanish Fascist Franco. It criticizes Dr. Edgar DeWitt Jones, for 
example, for signing a booklet entitled "Spain", alleging that Dr. Jones "sough to 
justify killing, by Communist-led firing squads, of priests and nuns in Spain. 

The booklet does nothing of the sort. It is a careful historical survey, the chief 
conclusions of which are that the Loyalist Government, at the time of the Franco 
revolution, was a democratic and constitutional government elected by the people of 
Spain, and that members of the Spanish hierarchy supported General Franco in 
extremely reactionary policies. Does the circular of "American Women Against 
Communism, Inc." mean to suggest that American Christians should also have joined 
Hitler and Mussolini in their support of the Fasist Franco? 

7» The circular misrepresents, as well a3 insults, many honored.churchman. 

by calling them "termites in the temple gates” and by trying tb make it appear, on 

the basis of far-fetched or non-existent relations, that th ey are "communistic.— 

The list of "termites” includes some of the most honored and trusted Christian 

leaders of America, known throughout the nation for their devoted spiritual 
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leadership,-like Dr. Albert W. Beaven, president of the Colgate-Rochester Divinity 
School and former president of the Northern Baptist Convention; Dr* Edgar DeWitt 
Jon^s, popular interpreter of Abraham Lincoln; Bishop Ivan Lee Holt, this summer 
one of the leading speakers at a Harvard University institute; Dr. George A* 
Buttrick, recently honored by both Princeton and Yale Universities; Rt. Rev.Charles 
K. Gilbert, of the Protestant Episcopal Diocese of New York; Dean Lynn Harold Hough* 
of Drew Theological Seminary; Dr* Charles Clayton Morrison, editor of the leading 
religious journal, The Christian Contury ; Dr, Ralph W. Sockman, eminent radio 
preacher: Dean Luther A. Weigle cf the Yale Divinity School; and Miss Mary E. 
Woolley, appointed by President Hoover to represent the United States at the Geneva 
Conference on the Limitation of Armaments. Such Christians as these are too well 
known to need any defense against an anonymous attack. A circular that tries to 
discredit them succeeds only in discrediting itself. 

The Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, as is well known, 
is an official federation of twenty-two national Churches. All of the members of 
the Council and of its Executive Committee are named by these constituent 
denominations* All the policies of the Council are under the control of these 
official representatives of the Churches. Its entire program is directed by them,- 
in Christian evangelism, in cultivating the spirit of worship, in the use of the 
radio for the Christian message, in Christian education, in work for social welfare 
and international justice and goodwill, in supporting the chaplains in Army and 
Navy and C.C.C. Camps, in the relief of the suffering and in working for Christian 
unity in all lines of endeavor. To attack the Federal Council is to attack most of 
American Protestantism. To imply that the Council is "communistic" is to slander 
American churches. The fact is that the Council has consistently championed the 
cause of democracy against foes from both the "left" and the "right ,"•* and has ex¬ 
plicitly disavowed totalitarianism of both the Communist and Fascist types. 

The worst thing about this circular, however, is not its ignorant attack on 
the Federal Council but its grave,- even if unintentional,- harm to America. By 
pinning a false communistic label on patriotic Christian leaders who are laboring 
to strengthen the spiritual foundations of America the circular would (if it were 
taken seriously) weaken the forces of religion on which our American democracy 
rests. 
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I was of course very much interested to know why 
this should be true. They are particularly fond of Senator 
Nye. They acclaim peace efforts as a whole. They are very 
sympathetic toward conscientious objectors, and would not for 
a minute advocate any but the kindest of treatment of them, 
and would champion ittheir right to maintain their stand, even 
though they feel they should be willing to pay the price of 
same and not ask that all the suffering be taken out of the 
Gross before they pick it up. 

Their red flag however is "Communism”. ‘Their pro¬ 
posal to limit free speech is aimed directly at the Soviet 
Republic. They gnash their teeth at the thought of the "Red 
Peril" that they are convinced is issuing from Moscow. Now 
this was the background from which issues their intense hatred 
for you. These men out here, whether through propagandizing 
agencies or otherwise, are sincere in their conviction that 
you are sponsored and promoted by Moscow. To our pleas that 
they read your denunciations of Communism, and learn of your 
standing in Communist circles, they turn a deaf ear, insisting 
that this is all part of the Communist game to popularize you 
and thus aid your influence in non-communist circles, just as 
your religion is intended to give you a foot-hold in religious 
circles. After continued effort to convince them, they began 
pulling out of their pockets material which they apparently 
carry all the time, to prove that you are communistic. I asked 
for one such bit of proof, and received the following: 

"In 1925, Kirby Page, together with Robert 
Lovett and Rose Schneidermann, known Communists, 
helped to solicit contributions to the Garland 
Fund, aiding Chinese Communists." 

They promise to gifce me many more, which I shall forward to you 
as soon as they come to me, not for your enlightenment, as I 
presume this is all old to you, but for our help out here who 
find ourselves unable to answer, not having information concern¬ 
ing the truth of these incidents. 

In conclusion, I shall tell you of an impression 
that came very strongly to me as we talked together that day. 

I came to realize how difficult it is for the outsider to sepa¬ 
rate in his own mind the Communists frcm the Christian Socialists 
in any of these ordinary fracases that come to the public eye. 
They show us, for example, how Communist propaganda has been 
circulated to intensify our local Military Training situation 
at O.S.U. They point to the Scottsboro case, and many others. 

We simply must admit that subversive influences have horned in 
on most of our fights, just as they seek to inflame every fight, 
and it is not hard to see why the uninitiated get an improper 
perspecti-ve. Their interpretation is that the issue is of the 
subversives, and that we are the duped allies who have fallen 
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for their (perhaps I should say "your") trap.: 

Now I do not know hew interesting, or how stale 
this may all be to you by now, and whether you will consider it 
of any importance. It is my hope however that you my see that 
it is very significant that we try to giws our thinking public 
in centers like ours out here,: the truth; And that we further 
see the advisability of reasoning i^Lth the Legionnaires at all 
possible points, rather than backing away and hurling epithets 
at them. Last Sunday a Universalist minister named Day up at 
Kent fired away with part of your speech at the Ohio Pastor's 
Convention; part of Senator Nye's, and the rest, of his own con¬ 
coction, in which he scored the American Legion'^a manner quite 
vigorous and equally sensational. But his inconsistency and 
lack of understandingNeither of your positions led him intio a 
ludicrous position. Legionnaires have that speech intact, even 
as they have yours, and it has been of no help whatever. 

Now if possible, I should like to have a word 
from you with a suggestion concerning the course I ha TO out¬ 
lined for Sunday March 31st, and advice on a better course if 
you feel such is needed. I would like also help concerning 
the "Garland Fund" incident, and any material you know would 
be of help to me in establishing your true relation to Commun¬ 
ism.

Perhaps you are interested to know what this group of highly 


educated pacifists reads. They were asked to indicate what magazines and news¬ 
papers they regularly read* I am reminded of an incident recounted by Tim. Arthur 
Dunham in his account of his experiences as a C. 0. in prison. He was informed 
by a prison official who was subsequently promoted to the Intelligence department 
of the army, that he and other C. O.'s would be permitted to receive the Nation 
and the NewqRepublic , but not socialistic literature such as the Dial. I am 
happy to report that the good name of our members is quite unsullied by any impu¬ 
tations of radicalims since only two of them read the Dial, whereas 168 of them 
read the Nation , and 89 the New Republic . 


These last named magazines do not lead the list however. That honor 


£oes to the World Tomorrow with 216 readers. Second is the Christian Century with 
198 readers. The Atlantic Monthly trails the Nation with 155 readers. The ^iterary 
Digest and the Survey have each over 100 readers. Somewhat to my surprise I flind 
that 38 members read that Guide Book to Success, the American hagazine . Others 
that might be mentioned are:

These are only a few of the more than 279 periodicals reported. And I do not 
doubt that if the whole truth were told readers would be found for Mr. McFadden*s 
moralizing sentimental dregs, although none of these is mentioned in the reports. 
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..•"Another approach to the question was as follows, the sources of inf]uence 
which were believed to be the principal ones were given and members were asked 
to rank them in order of importance. The suggested sources were these; father, 
mother, teacher, minister, addresses, Y M C A or Y W C A, religion, associates, 
organized conferences, text-books, other books and articles, young peoples societies 
and social philosophy. (Religion and social philosophy are so broad and vague as 
to be worse than useless in a study of this kind, but I found this out too late.) 

This section of the study reveals that the reading of books and 
articles was the most important source of pacifist influence, outside of the vague 
and nebulous categories of religion and social philosophy. Perhaps we should 
rank associates second and addresses third, Mother and father rank high in first 
and second places, but the total number of persons influenced by their fathers 
and mothers was comparatively low. Text-books, the Christian associations, and 
young peoples societies are at the bottom of the list. 

Since reading was given the most influential rating it may be of 
interest to note what books and authors are most influential. The writings of 
Kirby Page, including as most important his war. Its Causes, Consequences and ^ure , 
were reported by 135 persons. Next most important was the Bible, especially the 
New Testament, The writings of Sherwood Eddy are third, with Willlrwin’s writings, 
and particularly his book. The Next TTar, fourth. 

Addresses were found to be powerful sources of influence, but who’s 

addresses? is the pertinent question. The answer is, the addresses of Kirby 

Page, Sherwood Eddy, and Paul Jones. John Haynes Holmes, Thomas Que Harrison, 

o 

Frederick Libby, George Collins, and Norman Thomas are other important speakers. 

One hundred eighty one speakers were repotted, including a number of our members, M 
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He pacifist who mi a willing to let hia attitude to war be known can for 
long escape a discussion of his position. Sooner or later he will be backed 
into a comer and asked whaj he would do if his grandmother were attacked by 
a brute, ob if he saw a child menaced by a mad dog. And no doubt it is the 
experience of nost pacifists that at some time they hare definitely sought to- 
convert, er change the mind-set of some non-pacifist friend* 

When ouch an occasion arises, the arguments which one adveneee depend 
partly upon one'a own experiences end partly upon what arguments among the 
many possible ones seem likely te be effective. In deciding which arguments 
would be moot convincing, one's own judgement may not be entirely reliable. One 
would like to call upon others who have become padfiata to tell what argu¬ 
ments made the strongest appeal to them. To give a report of such a group 
judgement is one of the purposes of this paper.. 

At the outset one must acknowledge that it is difficult to correctly 
analyse the influences which operated to make one a pacifist. The real in¬ 
fluences are not in all cases visible, and no doubt they are often not rational. 
So that in recalling the dreumstances of one's adoption of pacifism, one's 
mind may substitute for the undiseemed real influence a hypothetical one 
which seems rational. Neveitheless, when six hundred people give their opin¬ 
ions as to the relative strength of arguments for pacifism, the combined 
judgaaent must be worth a great deal more than an arm-chair judgment by one 
parson. When, moreover, these six hundred people are exceptionally well-edu¬ 
cated, over half of whom have done graduate work in colleges and 84^ of whom 
have studied in colleges, thalr opinions earry greater weight than if they 
were no better educated than the general populace* 
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The conclusions draws from this group of pacifists will of course apply 
■ore exactly to other educated people than to uneducated people. Yet,- even 
for the latter, these eonoludions are probably a better guide than one per¬ 
son's private opinion would be. 

Out ol twelve of the more common arguments against war, the prevailing 
choiee as most effective waa that " war is contrary to the spirit and method 
of Jesus." Naturally this argument would be quite valueless in the ease of a 
person who was not committed to an attempt to live by the spirit and method 
of Joaus. 

The uoxy most effective argument was that "the bathing of human life 
is wrong," in war as in any other situation.. To feel the force of this argu¬ 
ment one must be made to see war as a man-made institution, like dualling 
or the law eourte, which man ia free to modify, else the sense of the wrong¬ 
ness of killing will not lead to pacifism. 

In third place among the arguments was this, "War does not solve the 
problem whi eh gave rise to the eonfliet." The argument that "War ia morally 
degrading to all that take part in it" was rated fourth, 

Jtoaoag the least effective arguments are the following; "War encourages 
dictatorship rather than democracy",and "Modern war involves whole popu¬ 
lations. " 

In discussion pacifists sometimes cite the late unpleasantness as a 
"horrible example" of chat war may be. In canvassing toe features and circum¬ 
stances of the late war whioh most influenced toe six hundred pacifists 
studied, it was found that propaganda and deceit had influenced 147 of thawi 
toward paoiflns. Disillusionment as to war propaganda tears away toe m&iik of 
idealism from Mars. This, then, should be a profitable line to follow. A 
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realization of the futility of the late war was reported by 113 people as eon* 
tributiog to their pacifism. This, too, is significant. 

Awing the six hundred pacifists studied, the influence of parental atti¬ 
tudes was not strong, although in nany casos this was the atswagest influence. 
The reading of books end articles was reported to be the wist important fac¬ 
tor leading toward pacifism. Awing books, these of Kirby Pago wejre reported 
as nost important. The Bible was rated soedta in influence, tud the writInge 
of Sherwood Eddy,third. In fourth place are "The~TTmct~'ff5jr'' < dd other writings 
by ¥111 Irwin. Seat in order were tn« following: John Haynes Ho la us, Hew 
Wars For Old; Philip Gibbs, Now It C-a he Told; Norman Angell, The Great Il¬ 
lusion; Bortrahu Bnaeell, Why Ifon Fight; Telstoi, Uf Religion; Hsrry Elmer 
Barnes, Genesis of the treat War; and Barbuese, Under fifcsu. 

Among periodicals named as influencing people toward pacifism the fol¬ 
lowing may be listed in order of Importance: The World Tomorrow, The Christian 
Century and The Nation. V _ _ 

The attitudes end opinions of one's associates is next moot Important. 

The milieu in which one thinks influences greatly one's opinions. That pop¬ 
ular opinion exerts a powerful pressure is realized by all. For most people 
tnis pressure is difficult to teal at. It is so wish easier to accept as cor¬ 
rect what everybody is believing. Conversely ,u new idea, or one contrary to 
popular opinion, is viewed with the sore suspicion if it is viiced by a per¬ 
son whom,one has not yet learned to respect. If one's friends endorse a new 

idea it becomes at once more palatable. Publid opinion in the large has leas 
influence in the formation of the individual opinion than have the opinions 


of the few whom one has learned bo trust and respect. All of which aeons, 
practically, that if you went to win a person to pacifism, take pains to es¬ 
tablish confidence and a friendly attitude first. 
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Addresses were rated the third most important course of influence. Akiong 
the speakers named the following were most frequently reported} /lCLrby Page, 
Sherwood Eddy, Paul Jones, John Haynes Heines, Thomas Que HaridLsonb*£Bsd*rick 
Libby, George Gollias and Norman Thomas. Since the influence of aduresBes is 
nore United to tine and place than is the influence of literature, and since 
another group' of pacifists night easily proride us v^Lth another set of speak* 
era oho had profoundly influenced then, it would be a mistake to take the 
above names and the order in which they are given as a final judgement of 
the noat effective speakers. Nevertheless, the first three 40 far over-topped 
all the others that they must doubtless be classed Kaong the most, effective 
pacifist speakers. Together they influenced 240 of the 600.' 

Another approach to pacifism is made through an attack' on Rental in- 

of war 

ertia in general. The institution/is so firmly seated in t$e world order 
and in men's minds that it is difficult for many to seriously, conceive a 
warless world. They accept war os practically inevitable^ certain situa* 
tions. This passive acceptance of war is parallelled/ by ii©t unrelated 

to their unthinking acceptance of the capitalist economic/Ipystem as final 
and unchangeable. Also, it la often, If not usually ao commanded by an 
authoritarian attitude in religi n. 

Because of this parallelling the attempt toaiu je person to change his 
mind-set with regard to war need not take the form of a frontal attack. If 
the mi n d can be released from the shackles of'they^nvehtloiial ihititudh'tcward 
the sooial, religious and economic institution* * and set free- to deal tspari- 
mentally with these aspects of life, a long step v^iil have been' taken toward 
pacifism. Realism in dealing with the war question waits upoznns faith which 
is possible only vh&n the mind ie set free. An indirect attack ban therefore 
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bo made upon a militarist mind through other channels* Of the six hundred 
pacifists studied, a large majority indicated that there was a parallellism 
between their attitudes on war and ether social problems* One third od them 
beosae pacifists after being “Jarred out of a conventional mind-set with 
reepeot to other matters* 

Another fruitful method of helping a person who is capable of thought to 
reach a pacifist philosophy, is to ask him to write a paper or give an ad¬ 
dress on pacifism. Naturally he must bo given access to the best pacifist 
literature* A good mind can be expected to come out with an approximation of 
the pacifist philosophy if given a fair chance to oompsre and evaluate paci¬ 
fist and nationalist-militarist literature, A number of people reported it hat 
they becune pacifists through having to prepare a statement with regard to 
pacifism* Such a definite responsibility compels a reluctant mind to study 
the question* 

People of a sensitive, discerning temper ore often so strongly repelled 
by an exhibition of cynical and selfish national!an that an address by a 
rabid nationalist is sometimes the best moans for making them ressptive to 
pacifism. About:.:; five per cent of the pacifists studied were influenced 
toeard pacifism in this way* Naturally, care must be exercised in the use 
of this rnedi m. While often there is little logic in the argument of the ex¬ 
treme nationalist, there is usually plenty of fervor. And people who cannot 
discriminate betteam logic and fervor will not be helped to understand and 
adopt the pacifist philosophy by exposure to this sort of influence.
